Hurd: Others have right 
to homeland in Palestine

LONDON. — A clear indication of 
what will emerge from the Venice 
meeting of EEC heads of state 
which begins today was given here 
last night by a senior British 
Foreign Office minister. 

Douglas Hurd, minister of state 
with special responsibility for the 
Middle East, told the Institute of 
Jewish Affairs that the aim of the 
Venice meeting was "to help 
forward" the “awesome choice" 
that Israel has to make. He said the 
choice is between continuing to rely 
on military occupation backed by* 
civilian settlements, or recognizing 
that “others too have a right to a 
homeland In Palestine." 

Hurd said that he could not 
believe, that “after centuries of 


persecution which they have suf- 
fered and withstood, it Is the voca- 
tion of the Israelis to rest their 
future on the persecution of 
others." 

The PLO. he said, contained 
those who practise terrorism and 
also those who are ready for com- 
promise and co-existence. 

"It would be foolish for the West 
to pretend that the PLO is simply 
and solely a gang of murderers or 
that the Palestinians have no right 
to be present when their future is 
discussed. If we pretended that, we 
would play Into the hands of the 
terrorists ... we would be helping 
the Soviet Union by presenting it 
with the monopoly of support for a 
cause which the overwhelming 
majority of Arabs believe to be 
just." 


Bring our son back, 
Oron’s parents plead 

Ransom paid; kidnap victim still missing

TEL AVIV. — Eight-year-old Oron 
Yarden of Savyon, kidnapped from 
the neighbourhood’s commercial 
centre on Sunday evening, had still 
not been returned by last night, 
despite the promise of the kid- 
napper. The kidnapper received 
IS200hOO an Tuesday, si midnight £n 
a meeting place near Neve 
Ne'eman in Hod Haaharon. 

Unprecedentedly large police 
forces, equipped with the best elec- 
tronic equipment and accompanied 
by tracker dogs are still continuing 
their intensive search for the boy, 
who was last seen talking to a 
young man wearing an army un- 
iform at 6 p.m. on Sunday. 

Yesterday morning, police decid- 
ed to ask Tel Aviv magistrates 
court to cancel the order restricting 
publication of the case, In the hope 
that someone who had noticed 
either the kidnapper or the boy 
would report details which might 
lead to Oron’s discovery. 

All ports and airports have been 
put under heavy police guard in an 
attempt to prevent the kidnapper 
from leaving the country. 

Oron's mother, Pnlna, appealed 
to the kidnapper over the radio at 
noon yesterday, asking him to show 
humanity and return heir son. “You, 
too. probably have brothers, and 
you know how we feel. You've 
received what you asked for. 
Please bring our little son back," 
she said in an impromptu press con- 
ference at the family's home. 

Oron’s father Amos yesterday 
again called on the kidnapper over 
the radio to return the boy. "I kept 
my part of the bargain completely. 
I delivered the money. But the man 
did not keep his end of the bargain: 
I do not have my son. Maybe all this 
publicity is causing them (the kid- 
nappers) problems. I hope they get 
over them and return my child." 

To Oron, Amos said: “We love 
you very much and want you back ; 
your mother, brother and sister all 


want you back because we love 
you." 

A special “front-line" police 
headquarters was set up yesterday 
morning at the entrance to Neve 
Ne’eman, in Hod Haaharon. near 
the spot where the money was 
handed over to the kidnapper by 
Oron’s father. 

Hundreds of telephone calls flood- 
ed the police headquarters during 
the day, most from anonymous 
callers who thought they had seen a 
man behaving suspiciously. All 
calls were checked, but they led 
nowhere. 

The kidnapper made eight phone 
calls to the Yarden family home at 
_13 Rehov Haahikma. In the second 
he asked them to prepare 18200,000 
in IL500 notes. 

The first conversation took place 
on 8unday, at 8 p.m. Pnlna, who 
answered the telephone, was shock- 
ed to hear the words, "We have 
your son." Then the phone went 
dead. 

Minutes later, the phone rang 
again. This time, Oron’s voice was 
heard. Crying in the background, 
the child said, “I want my mommy 
and daddy." When Pnlna tried to 
learn why her son was being held, 
the strange voice answered as 
before, “We won’t hurt him. He is 
being well looked after and fed. We 
want money." 

An hour later a Dan region police 
officer arrived at the Yarden house. 
At first, he thought that the phone 
calls were a practical joke, but 
when another call came, with a ran- 
som demand of IL2m., he decided 
to attach a tape recorder to the 
phone, and ask the Com- 
munications Ministry to monitor all 
calls. 

On Monday, at"9 a.m., when.lt 
was clear that this was indeed a 
kidnapping for ransom, Tel Aviv 
district police head Moehe Tlomkin 
informed Police Inspector General 
Herzl Shaflr. Shafir instructed 
Tlomkin to spare neither effort nor 
means, but to act extremely 
carefully, so as not to endyiger the 


boy’s life. 

By noon on Monday the most ex- 
perienced of the police's in- 
vestigators bad questioned the 
family In an attempt to find out why 
Oron had been kidnapped. 

Police soon learned that while the 
family is well off, Savyon’s luxury 
neighbourhood la home to at least 
100 families much wealthier than 
the Yardens. 

Amos Yarden, 46, the owner of a 
large insurance company in Tel 
Aviv, Is a veteran resident of Sa- 
vyon. His write, Pnlna, a former 
South African, is a senior clerk in 
the 2&m shipping company. They 
have two other children, Ro'l, 19, 
now serving in the IDF, and Liora, 
17, a high school pupil. 

Police Investigations In Savyon 
revealed that Oron was seen talking 
to a soldier on Sunday at 6 p.m. id 
the commercial centre. Apparently 
the two knew each other well. Ac- 
cording to the somewhat contradic- 
tory evidence of onlookers, Oron 
and the soldier got into a small, 
brown car. Lucky, Oron's dog, 
returned home alone. 

On Monday evening, the Yarden 
house was filled with senior police 
officers. 

Many Savyon residents, hearing 
of the kidnapping and noticing the 
activity around toe house, came tb 
help the family prepare 
refreshments for the policemen and 
to calm the agitated parents and 
their daughter Liora. 

At 9 p.m., the telephone rang 
again. Distraught, Pnlna lifted the 
receiver and tried to stay coo!, ap 
the police had enjoined. But 
suddenly, she lost control of herself 
and hurst into tears, sobbing ‘‘Let 
me talk to my son. I want to hear 
him." 

Communication Ministry of- 
ficials failed to locate the source of 
the call. The call was too short. The 
kidnapper, who promised to bring 
the boy to the phone half an hour 
later, did not keep his promise. 

Meanwhile. SO unmarked cars of

Saudis balk at OPEC price rise 


ALGIERS. — Saudi Arabia's 
Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamanl yester- 
day refused to join other OPEC 
producers in raising prices to a 582 
per barrel benchmark and 
predicted a glut of crude oil will 
force down prices by the faJL 

Speaking to reporters after the 
close of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
two-day price talks, the Saudi Ara- 
bian Oil Minister said: “Don’t be 
surprised if we don't raise our 
prices." 

Yamanl was commenting on 
OPECs agreement to narrow its 
price gap and try to stabilize the 
market by establishing a 592 per 
barrel floor price and a 587 per 


■ barrel ceiling. 

Under the newly established 
OPEC price format, Saudi Arabia 
was expected by other cartel 
members to lift its rates from 528 to 
532 per barrel. 

"We will watch the market," said 
Yamanl. "If we see the ofi com- 
panies are making too much profits 
and the conaumers are not 
benefiting from the cheap Saudi 
price, we will raise it a little bit, 
maybe a dollar or two." 

The majority of OPEC's 13 
members, however, said they 
would abide by toe 532 per barrel 
benchmark price and began an- 
nouncing Increases of 52 per barrel, 
effective July 1. 


As things stand, OPEC still has a 
three-tier price system. 

Saudi Arabia holds down the floor 
at 528 per barrel. The majority of 
OPEC producers are grouped at a 
middle level between 532 and 539 
per barrel, while the hawks — 
Algeria. Nigeria and Libya — press 
against the 537 celling. 

Kuwait's oil minister. Sheikh 
Sabah, told a news conference after 
the meeting some countries may 
add surcharges which could- put 
them over the 537 celling. He men- 
tioned the $3 exploration fee 
Algeria adds to its price of 535.21 
and noted that toe last time OPEC 
tried to fix a celling, it quickly 
collapsed. (UPl, Reuter) 


Sheli forming ‘militia’ for 
defence against rightists

Sheli is forming an unarmed 
“militia" to protect party officials 
and institutions from attacks by 
right-wingers, party members told 
a Jerusalem press conference 
yesterday. 

The party’s central headquarters 
in Tel Aviv were ransacked Satur- 
day night, and party leaders have 
received telephone threats. 

MK Meir Pa’ll told reporters, 
"Given toe Incapacity of toe police 
and the government’s leniency 
when violent actions are committed 
by right-wing ‘extremists, we had no 
choice hut to set up & self-defence 
militia, like those formed by 
Diaspora Jews to protect 
themselves from pogroms.” 

MK Uri Avnery said "there are 
already at least two armed Jewish 
underground movements. It is the 
government’s failure to condemn 
and punish law-breakers that has 
led to this contempt for law and 
order." 

An anonymous caller told Sheli 
members a few days ago that a 
group csQled TNT — the Hebrew 
acronym for Terror Against Terror 
— was responsible for wrecking 
their office. The same group claim- 
ed responsibility for the car-bomb 


attacks against two West Bank 
mayors earlier this month. 

On Tuesday a man identifying 
himself as a member of TNT phon- 
ed Marek Gefen, editor of Mapam’s 
daily, “Al-Hamishmar," and 
threatened the lives of toe paper’s 
staff members. 

Mapam yesterday warned of a 
possible civil war, and held the 
government responsible for the fact 
that party leaders have recently 
been threatened by right-wingers. 

Party secretary Victor Shemtov 
told a meeting of toe secretariat in 
Tel Aviv yesterday that conditions 
were ripe for toe rise of fascism in 
Israel: religious fanaticism, 
chauvinism, inflation and un- 
employment. 


Sheli assails Fatah 
for extreme stand

The Sheli Party on Tuesday 
published a statement condemning 
Fatah for the “radicaUzafion" of its 
position as stated in the decisions of 
the fourth Fatah council meeting 
recently in Damascus. 

"This Is a defeat for moderate 
forces In Fatah and in the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, and for 
Yasser Arafat himself, who was 
forced to return to an extremist 
position," the Sheli statement said.

Economy is the soft spot, Hurvitz tells industrialists

TEL AVIV. — Israel’s greatest 
danger lies within its own borders 
— not beyond them. Finance 
Minister Ylgael Hurvitz yesterday 
told the annual meeting of the 
Manufacturers Association. "It's 
the country's economic situation," 
he said. 

Hurvitz. who spoke after hearing 
_ long list of complaints from the in- 
dustrialists about the lack of 
government help In one form or 
another, frankly told toe speakers 
that the authorities had reached the 
limits of their help to industry. 

The root of toe evil facing the 
country," he said, “Is & very simply 
thing: we consume more than we 
produce. And if we continue in this 
fashion, we will face economic dis- 
aster." 

The minister went on to say that 
the waste of resources ami man- 
power in Israel is immense. It is so 
great that another country the 
same size could live quite well on 


what we waste." 

Israelis had gro wn used to this 
situation of waste through years of 
"living on easy money they did not 
have to earn." The situation had 
now reached sufeh a point, he said, 
that he doubted real wages could he 
maintained during the coming 
year. Last year, he said, take-home 
pay rose by 4 per cent which cost 
employers 10 per cent in gross 
wages, without a proportional rise 
In productivity. 

The main cause of inflation is 
government spending, and he is do- 
ing his utmost to curb it, he said. 
Six per cent of civil servants are be- 
ing fired; cats are being made 
wherever possible, he said. 

"Ax one time, I fought against 
cutting toe defence budget; now I 
see no alternative but to cut It 
drastically," he said, admitting 
that twice lately he had been forced 
'to give in to tremendous pressures 
against cuts. 

Once he had been forced to give 


the teachers a 16 per cent wage hike 
"or have a strike until the end of the 
school year." Just recently he had 
been forced to bail out the Tel Aviv 
municipality. 

Hurvitz admitted that be spent a 
good portion of his time "resisting 
the demands of pressure groups.” 

Earlier, Hurvitz listened to a 
series of complaints from in- 
dustrialists about their Inability to 
raise money for selective in- 
vestments; the problem of planning 
in such uncertain times; taxation of 
inflationary profits: the fraud that 
inflation breeds; useless costly and 
time-consuming bureaucracy; the 
preference lor foreign products 
over cheaper Israeli goods of com- 
parable standards. 

Avrftham Shavit. president of the 
Manufacturers Association, even 
railed against the practice of 
“teaching ancient Chinese in our 
universities and not how to work 
for a living — so the graduate has to 
emigrate to find a livelihood." 

The meeting of the manufac- 


turers passed a number of 
resolutions. One expressed concern 
over the drastic cut in investments 
in industry since Interest on 
development loans is linked to the 
consumer index. It called on the 
government to review investment 
policy entirely and to renew incen- 
tives. 

It also asked for working capital 
funds with manageable Interest 
rates to encourage industrial 
development, and tax benefits for 
enterprises which export most of 
their production. 

The Manufacturers Association 
decided yesterday that a 6 per cent 
salary rise would be sufficient to 
maintain the level of real wages for 
i960. But representatives of shoe, ’ 
textile, printing, metal and other In- 
dustries said they could not afford 
such a rise under present market 
conditions. 

The manufacturers are now 
engaged In wage negotiations with 
the Hbtadrut.

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Israel sets up panel 

to protect Iran Jews 
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The government decided yester- 
day to set up an emergency com- 
mittee to protect Iranian Jewry, 
whose community has been 
threatened recently by the arrest or 
execution of several prominent 
leaders. 

Likud MK Mbshe Katsav, leader 
of Israel’s Iranian Jewish com-, 
m unity, said after a meeting with 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
that the committee would enlist In- 
ternational pressure to protect the 
40,000 Jews living in Teheran and 
other Iranian cities. The committee 
would also help the resettlement of 
Jewish Iranian refugees In Israel. 

' "We are sure that the condition of 
the Jews in Iran is serious," Katsav 
said in an Israel Radio interview. 
"We must do as much as possible to 
save them.’* 

Katsav said about 60 Iranian' 
Jews were Imprisoned by the 
regime there. Including a father 
and son who were leading figures in 
the community. Another leading 


Jew, Albert Daniel Pour, was ex- 
ecuted last week for economic 
crimes and "spying” far Israel. But 
Katsav said he was probably tor- 
tured to death and executed to 
cover up the fact. 

The government has until now' 
avoided any comment on the situar 
tion in Iran, apparently to avoid 
Irritating the virulently anti-Israel 
regime there. 

Katsav said the 40,000 Jews in Iran 
. may not be aware of the dangers 
facing them. "They still have hopes 
for the propaganda promises of the 
Iranian government that (the 
arrests! are not a sign of anti- 
Semitism, but only a campaign for 
law and order,'” he said. 

“But according to all the Infor- 
mation we have here, they are in 
palpable danger.” 

Katsav said the committee would 
“raise the cry" to the world aler- 
ting of the dangers, and would en- 
courage Iranian Jewish exiles to 
come to Israel. (API

Workers who have contributed to 
a sabbatical fund for six con- 
secutive years can now withdraw 
their savings without having to 
prove that they went abroad for 
further training In their field — 
provided the Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee approves the amendment. 

Anyone who has saved for less 
than six years and > wants to 
withdraw the money without using 
it for professional training will have 
to pay a tax of about ISl.OOO on 
every IS-12,000, according to 
Treasury calculations. 


Treasury sources noted that the 
fund was originally set aside for 
professional training only. For that 
reason, monthly payments were not 
subject to taxation. But eventually 
the fund came to be used for non- 
professional trips abroad — and the 
funds even began to organize such 
"holiday tours" for their investors. 

Tax authorities allowed the 
management of the funds to decide 
for themselves whether each 
worker's trip was professionally- 
related or not. 

Today about 200,000 employees 
are enrolled in sabbatical funds.

Civil servants’ vote reflects 
disenchantment with Begin

TEL AVIV. — Alignment and Likud 
leaders agreed yesterday that the 
public’s disenchantment with 
Premier Menahem Begin’ a govern- 
ment led to the Alignment’s 
decisive victory in Tuesday's Civil 
Servants Union elections. 

Final results, announced yester- 
day. showed the Alignment receiv- 
ed 61.69 per cent of the votes, com- 
pared with 52 per cent in the last 
elections 11 years ago. The Likud 
and the National Workers Union 
(which Is affiliated with Herat) 
received only 18.42 per cent of the 
votes. Tie Herut-Llberal bloc 
dropped from 18.79 per cent in 1969 
to 13 .97 j*sr cent^and the atlqnal . 
Workers "Union "from 1L? percent to 
4.45 per' cent ■ 

Votes cast for other lists were: A 
Joint list of the religious parties — 
11.63 per cent (down, from 18.2 per 
cent) ; Independent Liberals — 2.82 
per cent (down from 8 per cent); 
Ron (a new Independent list) — 4.45 
per. cent; the Democratic Move- 
ment — - 0.98 per cent 

Alignment leaders maintained 
that the results reflected what 
would have happened if national 
elections had been held on Tuesday. 
They reasoned that the voters were 
a representative sample of Israeli 
society — everyone from 
Bcruhwomen to senior officials had 
the right to vote. Even civil ser- 
vants who were not members of the 
Hlstadrut voted. (The labour court 
had given all civil servants the 



Eilts: Weizman walkout hurt peace process

WASHINGTON. — Hermann Eilts, 
the former U.S. ambassador to 
Egypt, yesterday had both praise 
and criticism for former defence 
minister Ezer Weizman, hut con- 
cluded that Welzman’a resignation 
"has dealt the faltering Middle 
East peace process another 
grievous blow." 

* writing In "The Christian Science 
Monitor," Eilts contrasted Wei*- 
man's contribution to the peace 
process to that of former foreign 
minister Moshe Dayan. 

‘■••Unlike Dayan," Eilts com- 
mented. "Weizman was not an in- 
novative negotiator. Rarely did he 
bring any new ideas’ to the 
negotiations. He was a moderate 
hardliner on the West Bank, and Ms 
positions on Lebanon sometimes 
seem obstacles to continuing peace 

talks. „ 

; -Worse still, like Dayan, his per- 
sistently overly optimistic 
Judgments as to what might be 
possible were rarely accepted by 
cabinet colleagues, often creating 


disappointment for Americans and 
Egyptians who had hoped he might 
be expressing official rather than 
personal views." 

Eilts, who served os the U.S. am- 
bassador in Egypt between 1973 and 
1979 and now teaches at Boston 
University, said that Wdzmfin'B 
contribution was that of a "forceful 
personality, widely respected and 
engendering a spirit of confidence 
that good sense and good will would 
ultimately prevail," 

The former diplomat, who was 
closely involved in the peace 
process, continued: “On more than 
one occasion, it was his (Welz- 
man’a) encouragement when 
things looked bleak that caused the 
Egyptian leadership to retain hope 
that the negotiations could succeed. 

"Even when he did not agree with . 
the other party's point of view, he 
hod the ability to understand and 
respect It and the desire to seek 
rational compromise. He literally 
gave Inspiration to the peace 
process. 

“To be sure. Weizman was not 
always a confidant of the Egyptian 
leadership. On the contrary, when 


the Begin government came In, 
Sadat once described him to me as 
a ‘warmonger.’ Yet, when Sadat 
met Weizman in Jerusalem, the two 
men Immediately developed a 
warm attachment for each other. 

“Too often overlooked In peace 
process reporting is the mutual 
professional respect that has 
developed between the military 
. leaderships of the two sides and 
" which Weizman helped to foster. It 
frequently sustained the process 
when the political talks were in 
suspense." 

Eilts sold that former Egyptian 
defence minister Mohammed 
Abdul-Ghani Gamasy bad once told 
him: "If 'the politicians on both 
sides would only get out of It, Ezer 
and I could reach a settlement in 
six hours." 

Eilts said Gamasy had been 
wrong. "The problems were too 
complex for easy solutions. Yet It 
was this kind of positive reaction 
which Weizman’s charisma evoked 
that helped to take some of the dla- 
agrccabllity out of residual sub- 
stantive disagreement, an essential 
element in peace negotiations."

The Alignment sources 
acknowledged that many self- 
employed would vote Likud in 
national elections.

television Interview that Israel will 
hufld 10 more settlements in the 
West Bank while augmenting ex- 
isting ones. 

"The Washington meeting 
between Egyptian, Israeli apd 
American chief delegates, which 
aims at eliminating the obstacles 
facing the autonomy negotiations, 
should deal with the Israeli 
position." the spokesman said. He 
left no doubt that Egypt would still 
take part In the negotiations. 

Egypt yesterday cited Israel’s - 
settlement policy as a reason for . 
breaking off the year-old autonomy 
talks last month. 

“The Israeli prime minister’s 
statements on Israel’s determina- 
tion to continue Its policy of 
building new settlements and the 
expansion of existing ones in. oc- 
cupied Palestinian lands affirms 
the intentions of the Israeli govern- 
ment to create more obstacles in 
the way of a just and lasting 
peace,” the spokesman said in the 
official statement.

Theories were many, but all were 
-baaed solely on the recorded calls of 
the kidnapper. And all they in- 
dicated was that he was young, . 
somewhere between 18 and 25, and ' 
that he sounded as though he had 
planned the operation thoroughly 
and knew exactly what he wanted. 1 

The Yarden family managed 
to remain calm throughout. Liora's 
friends made coffee and soup for 
people in the house. Amos, who Had 
not slept a wink since Sunday, tried 
to joke with people who kept com- 
ing in and out to console him. "I 
never knew I had so many friends," 
he said. 

On Tuesday, a little before 8 a.m. 
the kidnapper called again. Pnina 
asked why he had not called the 
previous evening. There had been 
no reply, he said, adding that he 
would call again soon. Then he hung 
up. 

Two hours later, he called again. 
This time a woman's voice was 
heard in the background, urging 
‘‘Oron, say you’re okay." Then an 
unclear voice was heard, and the 
kidnapper again took the receiver, 
saying "You’ve heard your son. 
Now you know he’s alright.” When 
Pnina said she doubted that she had 
heard the boy's voice, the kid- 
napper said Oron had spoken 
through an intercom, bud was 
therefore muffled. Then he hung 
up. 

Nerve-racking hours passed until 
the next call, which came at 9 p.m. 
Pnina fainted when the kidnapper 
asked to speak to her husband. 
“How much- petrol do you have In 
your car?" the kidnapper asked. 
“Is it enough to reach Klryat Gat? 
Can you reach the Sharon?" It Was 
obvious that the kidnapper was try- 
ing to confuse both the father and . 
police who were following every 
word. 

At ll:30 p.m., the phone rang 
again. The tddnapper told Amos to 
drive on Sharon road to the en- 


trance to Neve Ne'eman. "At the 
entrance, you will find a barrel 
standing by the roadside, with a 
large white X drawn on it. There 
you will receive further instruc- 
tions." 

Dozens of unmarked police cars, 
took up positions throughout the 
area, also keeping a close eye on 
Petah Tikva, Kfar Sava and 
Ra'anana bus stops. Amos, with the 
money he had received from the 
police, set out and drove to the 
marked barrel. Inside, he found a 
handwritten note telling him to 
drive north- to a second barrel, 
three km. away. It was here that he 
was to leave the money. 

He drove as instructed and duly 
placed the money in the barrel. 

A second note there Instructed 
him to return to the previous 
barrel, and wait for his son, who 
was to be brought there half an hour 
later. 

The instructions were obeyed to 
the letter. Amos returned to the 
first barrel and waited, over two 
hours. But he waited in vain. 

Detectives watching from afar 
thought they saw a tall man dressed 
in black disappear into the nearby 
citrus grove. 

At 4:30 a.m.. Amas returned 
home. Police continued to patrol 
the area, in the hope that the kid- 
napper might still keep hia word, 
that he was only waiting for the 
right moment, in which he would 
not be caught and the boy would not 
give him away. 

A few minutes before 5 a.m.. the 
police command decided that there 
was no longer any point in keeping 
the affair secret

Thus, Ebaa ridiculed Begin for 
having changed course completely 
with regard to Resolution 242.- From 
having first described it as a total 
surrender by Israel, Begin had 
become a staunch advocate of 242, 
Eban said. 

“Not since the Moabite prophet 
Balaam have I encountered such a 
radical epange of mind from a 
curse to u blessing," Bhan com- 
mented.

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Hammer urges 
peace on nation’s 
college campuses 

Port Knesset Rep or ter 
Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer yesterday called on the 
country’s Jewish and Arab univer- 
sity students to make a “supreme 
effort" to achieve understanding 
and a return to normal co- 
existence. 

He was replying to motions for 
the agenda on the -recent distur- 
bances on the campuses'. The 
motions of Ora Naxnlr (Alignment) 
and Sarah Stern-Katan (National 
Religious Party) were r e ferred to 
committee. 

■ The motions of Tawflk Toubl 
(OFPE) and Url Avnery (Shell) 
were struck from the agenda. 
Although Hammer had moved that 
Avnery 'a motion be referred to 
committee, Amos TTartWT ' (Align- 
ment) moved that it be removed 
from the agenda, and moat of the 
Lfinid supported Hadar. 

Naxnlr charged the leadership of 
the Student Union with having 
started the recent aeries of clashes. 
As the Jewish student leaders 
became more extreme, so did the 
Arab student leaders, she said. 

Stern-Katan faulted the universi- 
ty authorities for not having taken a 
firmer stand. She dted the case 
of the head of the Arab students 
committee, who ahe said Is 
registered fbr only one course (and 
does not attend even that one, she 
claimed) and whose main concern 
Is organizing the political activities 
of the Arab students. 

Hammer said that at the begin- 
ning of the academic year, the un- 
iversity authorities exercised max- 
imum restraint in the face of Illegal 
campus demonstrations. But. as 
these continued, and became more 
violent, they toughened their stand 
and decided to suspend students for 
various periods and In extreme 
cases to expel them. 

The minister said that the univer- 
sities are aware that not all the 
demonatratarfg are bona fide 
jrtudentSi -and-he appealed io- the 
students os both. sides noy&permii 
such agitators, whether formally 
registered as students nr not, to sthr 
up trouble on the campuses. 

No cash to spare 
for border security

Jerusalem

Jerusalem city officials yester- 
day hacked the Ohel tent city settle- 
ment and warned that City Hall 
would not do what one official call- 
ed the government's "dirty work 
in dismantling the settlement. 

"We won't take the government's 
coals out of the fire for it," said the 
high-ranking city official. 

A city engineer was due at the 
site by the end of the week to 
“study” building conditions, a 
spokesman said. But the city's at- 
titude appears to be that they are 
loath to take any steps to abut down 
the tent city. Mayor Teddy Kollek is 
still abroad and has not yet com- 
mented here on the housing protest. 

Meanwhile, at the tent city, work 
on infrastructure continued yester- 
day, and parents began organizing 


a transport system for their 
children, who missed school 
week. 

In a related development, there 
was another "incident" in the 
Knesset yesterday: the newest MK, 
Shell's Sa'adya Marciano, refused 
to leave the podium — during an ex- 
change over the tent city — when so 
ordered by the chairman, who then 
recessed the session for five 
minutes. 

Mordechai- VtrshUbski (Shai)dmd 
presented v nJctito for the ageixda' 
criticizing Project Renewal — <-tbe 
scheme to rehabilitate slum 
neighbourhoods — as an "ad 
mlnistratlve monster** and a 
complete failure. 

Deputy Prime Minister Yigael 
Yadin defended the project, which 
he 'said now encompassed 84 
neighbourhoods, and over which 
many Jewish communities abroad 
are enthusiastic. 

Yadin agreed, however, that the 
motion be referred to committee 
(because be had received a note in- 
forming him that there would he no 
majority for striking the motion 
from the agenda). 

Shell abstained, in order to be 
able to explain the reason for its 
abstention. Marciano expressed his 
identification with the Ohel 
sqnatters in Jerusalem, even 
though they had accepted the finan- 
cial help of MK Samuel Flatto- 
Sharon, whom Marciano described 
as a “gangster." 

Deputy Speaker Pinhas Scheln- 
man Insisted that he withdraw that 
epithet, but Marciano refused. 
Schehunan then told him that in 
any case Ms time was up, and 
ordered him to take his seat. 

Marciano paid no heed, and 
Schehunan asked the serjeant-at- 
arms to eject Mm. Four ushers sur- 
rounded Marciano at the rostrum.

Another member of the group of 
27, Guy PDovaky, is currently In 
military prison for refusing to serve 
beyond the Green Line, while Dan- 
ny Amir, whowas imprisoned three 
times for this offence and Ron 
Adar, who was Impriso n ed once, 
have been released by now.

Wide margin for rightists 
in HU student union vote

The right-wing Caatel faction won 
an overwhelming victory in 
Tuesday's Hebrew University stu- 
dent union elections partly because 
their opponents. Campus, 
cooperate closely with the pro-PLO 
Arab Students Committee, 
knowledgeable university 
observers said yesterday. 

The turnout was an un- 
precedented 7,000, close to half the 
student body. The voters supported 
Cartel, wMch is aligned with Herut 
and Tehiya, against Campus and 
the Labour- aligned Ofek faction. 

One university source noted that 
six or seven of the eight 
demonstrations on campus this 
year were by Arabs bearing PLO 
slogans, and supporting the anti- 
ZSonlst Progressive National Move- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, the left-wing factions 
last night were debating whether to 
apply for an injunction against the 
student union on grounds of "elec- 
tion Irregularities." 

Campus, the Mapam-affillated 
Keshet faction, and Ofek together 
won only 27 of the 97 delegates to 
the union's convention, wMch this 
summer will elect the union ex- 
ecutive and chairman. 

Incumbent chairman Tzahi 
Hanegbl, son of Tehiya MK Geula 
Cohen,' will step down and seek 
election ■'aa bead of the National Stu- 
dent Union, .leaving, the. chair- 
manship in Jerusalem to Ms depu- 
ty, Israel Katz. The two are still 
facing criminal charges and un- 
iversity disciplinary measures for 
their parts in a fist and chain 
assault on Arab and left-wing 
Jewish students last December. 

In private. Campus supporters 
conceded that Cartel had won the 
election. But they attributed the 
sice of Its majority In part to 
“irregularities." 

A Campus faction spokesman 
told The Jerusalem Post that ballot 
boxes from the different faculties 
began reaching the counting room 
In the Ak&demon building at the 
Givat Ram Campus at 6 p.m. Tue- 
day. But the supervisory com- 


mittee, composed only of Cartel 
members, refused to allow 
representatives of other factions to 
enter the room as observers until 
10:30 p.m. The boxes, which are 
open cartons, could well have been 
stuffed with Cartel votes, or opposi- 
tion votes could have been 
destroyed. Campus claims. 

Furthermore, the two Caatel elec- 
tion officers looking after the ballot 
box in Resnick Building Seven at 
Mount Scopus allegedly "vanished 
with the box for several hours" dur- 
ing the lunch break. 

Senior university officials, who 
described the election results as a 
"catastrophe," said that "zoning" 
for the elections, drawn up by the 
supervisory committee, was 
"heavily weighted in favour of 
Cartel." 

They charged that departments 
with a known "left-wing bias" — 
such as History . — were down- 
grade d in representation. 
Departments such as law and 
mathematics were given additional 
representatives, they charged. The 
officials expressed satisfaction at 
the reported Campus -Keshet inten- 
tion to appeal the election results in 
the courts. 

But even if the courts void the 
election results. Campus sup- 
porters feel not much would change 
in' a second bout.

As more or leas expected, 
Campus-Keshet won a majority in 
the Theatre, Art History, 
Philosophy, History and Sociology 
departments.

the government of Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin is slowly sinking. 

“Many are already leaving the 
ship.” he said. 

The slow disintegration of the 
Begin government would open up 
political possibilities which he 
hoped both foreign and domestic 
politicians would understand, he 
said. 

"But the West has a patent on not 
correctly grasping certain 
situations," he said. 

The chancellor attacked the 
deportation of West Bank mayors to 
Lebanon as a “shameful and In- 
comprehensible' ’ act, saying it 
reminded him of wimflav practice* 
during Austria's fascist dic- 
tatorships In the 1980s. 

“To deport them is Just incom- 
prehensible,” ‘ he said. "Imagine 
the outcry if one did that in any 
other part of the world."

French riot troops flown 
to restless New Hebrides 


VILA. New Hebrides (Reuter). — 
About 60 French riot police flew 
into the New Hebrides lost night 
after a spreading secessionist up- 
rising in the Sonth Pacific 
archipelago claimed its first vic- 
tim. 


The two platoons of police, armed 
with rifles, batons, and tear gas, 
were immediately deployed to 
guard public offices in the capital of . 
VDa after an unsuccessful attack on 
government buildings by 200 
separatists on the island of Tanna, 
police said. They had been flown in 
from nearby New Caledonia. 

A member of the secessionist 
group was killed In the overnight 


uprising on Tanna. It follows a two- 
week-long rebellion on the 
neighbouring island of Espirltu 
Santo by 900 secessionists against 
the joint British and French 
colonial rulers of the iaiawri chain. 

The French paramilitary forces 
are the first outside troops to be 
sent to the troubled New Hebrides 
since Chief Minister Father Walter 
Lini, who will lead the co untry at In- 


dependence next month, appealed 
to London and Paris for help In 
crushing the reb ellio n. Their initial 
job is to maintain law and order in 
the capital after British riot police 
were rushed from Vila earlier 
yesterday to help quell the trouble 
in Tanna. 


India sends troops into 
riot-tom Tripura state 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Troops 
yesterday swarmed through the 
riot-torn Indian state of Tripura 
where hundreds of people have died 
in a civil war between tribesmen 
and immigrants from Bangladesh. 

Six days of fighting with weapons 
ranging from bows and arrows to 
machineguns have left at least 800 
dead and 50,000 homeless, accor- 
ding to official figures. Indian jour- 
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nails ta in the northeast state, from 
which foreigners are burned, said 
the toil was much higher. 

Government envoys from Delhi 
arrived in the Tripura capital of 
Agartala, which has borne the 
brunt of blood-letting. 

Hundreds of extra troops and a 
para-military police have been 
rushed to Tripura and security 
forces have been told to shoot 
troublemakers on sight Tripura's 
plunge into chaos began at the 
weekend when tribal militants 
launched a boycott of bazaars in 
protest against immigrants who 
now outnumber the local population 
by three to one. 


French bandits 
net huge haul 
in bank^robbery 


* B OULO G NE-BILL AN CO URT , 
France (UPI). — French police 
were searching for a gang of 
thieves on Wednesday who took a 
bank executive's family hostage in 
a bank robbery that could become 
one of tbe costliest in French 
history. 

Officials say it could take several 
days to determine how much cash 
and valuables were taken from 90 of 
the bank's 360 safety deposit boxes 
broken into by the robbers at & 
Paris suburban branch of the Bas- 
que Vemes. 

• Police said the Incident began on 
Tuesday night when a man stopped 
at the home' of assistant bank 
manager Jacques Mlart and told 
him he had smashed into Mlart's 
parked car and would like to settle 
the matter in a friendly manner. 
Once inside the house, police said 
the man pulled out a gun and was 
joined by three accomplices. They 
then threatened to kill Mlart's wife 
and two young children unless 
Mlart opened the bank’s vaults to 
them. 


Carter wants to punish 
violators of Iran travel ban 


WASHINGTON, — President 
Carter has said he is inclined to 
prosecute 10 Americans who broke 
his ban on travel to Iran, but former 
attorney-general Ramsey Clark, 
who led the group, shrugged off the 
president's comments. 

Carter told r ep orters on Tuesday 
"My own Inclination is to enforce 
my directive, and. when people 
violate It. to see that there is ap- 
propriate punishment-" 

In Paris, Clark, stopping over in 
his return from Teheran, told CBS 
News that he was saddened by -the 
president’s comments, but added: 
“I don’t think President Carter un- 
derstands what law la--. Suppose 
there really was a case against me. 
For him to talk about It poisons the 
case." . 

The other nine Americana who 
attended the Iranian conference on 
alleged U.S. crimes against the 
country have returned to tbe U-S., 
and Clark Is expected home later 
this week. 

One of the group said yesterday: 
“We all felt we did nothing wrong In 
attending the conference. In fact It 
was a strung statement of what it 
means to be an American." 

Carter said he supposed that the 
current attorney-general, Ben- 
jamin Civiletti. would seek only 
civil penalties against the group, 
but did not rule out the possibility of 
criminal proceedings. 

The maximum penalty for 
violating the travel ban is a 10 -year 
jail sentence and a fine of $50,000. 

The president, who returned to 
Washington last night, said "visits 
by misguided Americans like Mr. 
Clark" might make matters worse 
and expose tbe hostages to more 
danger. / 

Ayatollah Ruboll&b Khomeini on 
Tuesday warned that Iran's revolu- 
tion might self-destruct unless the 
Islamic hardliners controlling 
parliament halt their political war 
with President Abolhaaaan Banl- 
Sadr. 


"If things remain this way we 
cannot survive, we cannot ad- 
minister the country." Khomeini 
said in a speech to provincial gover- 
nors delivered amid a dispute in the 
new parliament over who will 
become the country's prime 
minister. ... 

Ban! -Sadr has criticized diverse 
"decision making centres" for 
causing administrative problems 
for Khomeini’s i?-month-old 
revolution. He baa vowed to "un- 
mask those opportunists trying to 
undermine the capabilities of the 
executive $ranch of the Iranian 
Islamic government.” 

Iranian Minister of State Dariush 
Foruhar yesterday said that the 59 
American hostages must be tried 
without further delay in an Iranian 
court of law and those found Inno- 
cent must be freed. Immediately. 

Foruhar emphasised that the Ira- 
nian court must guarantee all legal 
principles, implying that the 
hostages must be given right of 
defence. 

His remarks followed Ban!- 
Sadr's warning to members Of 
parliament earlier this week that a 
revolutionary trial of the hostages 
could bear unforeseeable conse- 
quences for Iran. 

In Oslo, a paster under the big 
American flag reading "Stop the 
terror in Iran” greeted Foreign 
Minister Sadegh Ghotbxadeh 
yesterday upon his arrival for talks 
with Socialist leaders. 

Ghotbzadeh will attend a meeting 
of the Socialist International Coun- 
cil tgday and tomorrow. Others ex- 
pected a re So cialist International 
president Willy Brandt of West Ger- 
many, Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky and.

Soviets gain in the ‘cosmic relay race’ 


MOSCOW (AP). — While the U.S. 
struggles with technical problems 
delaying its space shuttle, the 
Soviet Union Is moving ahead with 
a space programme aimed at 
enhancing the endurance of men 
and equipment on long-term orbital 
missions. 

The momentum of the Soviet 
space programme was dramatized 
earlier this month when, two 
cosmonauts rocketed Into orbit 
aboard the redesigned Soyuz-T2 
craft only two days after a Soviet- 
Hungarian crew returned to earth. 

"Our space shots are now becom- 
ing as frequent as airplane flights," 
boasted Soviet space correspondent 
Boris Konovalov in the g n ww m wMii 
newspaper “Izvestia." He likened 


the space effort to a “cosmic relay 
race.” 

The last American manned space 
flight was in July 1975, when Apollo- 
18 linked up with a Soyuz capsule 
for a joint U.S. -Soviet mission dur- 
ing a brief bloom in East-West 
detente. 

Problems with heat-protective 
tiles and other components have 
pushed back by two years — to 
March 1981 — the expected launch 
date for the jumbo-sized, swept- 
wing American space shuttle. 

There have been unconfirmed 
reports that the Soviets may be 
developing their owp re-usable 
shuttle craft. 

However, Western sparse experts 
In Moscow generally expect that for 


the time being the Soviet manned 
space programme will continue to 
rely on the Salyut-Soyuz orbital 
complex system it has been perfec- 
ting since 1971:

An attempt to get at least a 
background briefing almost 
succeeded, but not quite. Present 
disputations over the defence port- 
folio may have had their distracting 
effect. 

FIRST, then, price control. The 
report on the Ministry of Industry, 
Trade and Tourism leaves .the Im- 
pression that attempts to prevent 
arbitrary price rises (on goods that 
are not fully exposed to competitive 
conditions) work better jn theory 
than in practice. 

It all started in 1971, and the price 
then prevailing for each commodity 
whs taken as basic, regardless of 
whether it was excessively high or 
low. Since then, the report alleges, 
requests for change are received by 
the ministry only when the cost of 
raw materials rises, not when (t 
drops. 

. On the other hand, other factors 
— the cost of capital, depreciation, 
profits, even overheads — are ig- 
nored. Yet firms are known to ask 
for a price rise because their profits 
have dropped, and that request is 
sometimes granted. 

Altogether, the system operates 
too loosely, and the pippose of price 
control, which is to prevent a costa- 
plus system (and make firms im- 
prove their efficiency in order to 
survive), is not — the report im- 
plies — properly achieved. 

WE MET WITH Avraham Asheri, 
deputy director-general of the 
ministry. Ovadia Shragay, con- 
troller of prices, and Zeev GaJmon, 
controller of cartels. 

“We didn't invent the rules," 
says Asheri. “They were laid down 


for us by an agreement between the 
Government, the Hlstadrut and the 
Manufacturers’ Association. We 
were instructed to accept the prices 
prevailing in 1971 as basic. 

“Likewise, we were instructed to 
ignore factors like depreciation and 
the cost of credit; the employers 
were supposed to 'absorb' such in- 
crements At their own expense. 
Remember, inflation was running 
at the rate of only a few percentage 
points a year." 

The situation has changed since 
then, and inflation has become 
ram pan L “But changing the tripar- 
tite agreement proved to be mission 
impossible;" he said. “So we have 
to operate within the system." 

Devoted civil servants use their 
mother-wit to make rigid controls 
work, that is what good administra- 
tion Is All about. "We allowed too 


manufacturer’s local currency out- 
lays.” 

The State Comptroller is right to 
check and record any deviations 
from the rule book. But the criteria 
arc themselves not always perfect, 
Shragay points out. Obeying them 
blindly could make the wbole 
system seize up. 

“ "Don’t think we didn't try to 
change the method of operation. We 
appointed committees to examine 
the whole subject . — the Lahav 
Committee, the Barshay Com- 
mittee,'* said Asheri. 

“Even these expert bodies could 
not solve the problem completely, 
because there are so many im- 
ponderables. But we were able to 
learn that we had not strayed too 
far from the right path. 

“The Barshay committee 
recommended that the profit on ac-

The deviations criticized in the 
report are not all in the same direc- 
tion. Over-estimating Input costs 
pushes prices up, while ignoring 
-depreciation and overheads pushes 
prices down. These opposite trends 
are not a coincidence. The impor- 
tant thing Is the end-price, Asheri 
Implies. The ministry should be 
judged by that. 

“The State Comptroller blames 
us for taking raw-material prices 
into account only when they rise, 
not -when they drop. But we have to 
consider that the manufacturers 
carry stocks for several months 
ahead. If we reduce their selling- 
price straightaway, they may suffer 
grievous losses. 

“Another thing: if raw-material 
prices decline on the world market, 
the exchange rate of the Israel 
pound is likely to fall as well, so 
shifts In the world price are not 
necessarily reflected In the Israeli 


ceftt linkage to the Index,” Asheri 
recalls. “We examined 15 files 
retrospectively to see what changes 
would have been necessary had we 
adopted this new rule earlier. The 
' prices fixed at the time stood up to 
the test. There would have been no 
need to change them." 

The aim Is not to apply the rules 
automatically, regardless of the 
consequences. The rules are a 
guideline; the aim Is to fix a fair 
price. The ministry thinks h achiev- 
ed that object. The State Comp- 
troller is not sure that that was so In 
every case. 

THE TREASURY, which controls 
public expenditure, Is taken severe- 
ly to task by the State Comptroller 
for failing to cut outlays. When a 
Supplementary Budget was 
presented In 1978/79, the Knesset 
Finance Committee decided to trim 
expenditure by ILl,842m. But the 
allocation was not abolished. It was 
transferred to reserve — whence it 


was pumped right back to those 
very clauses which had been reduc- 
ed. 

Manpower cuts were treated in 
much the same way. Some 
ministries compensated for loss of 
personnel due to budget economies 
by taking on more personnel in out- 
side institutions under their control. 

The Treasury borrows dear and 
lends cheap. It puts loan money into 
projects that do not create income, 
like roads and military camps. It 
uses borrowed funds to cover the 
running costs of the administration. 

Finally — and this was an accusa- 
tion made by Dr. Nebenzahl, the 
State Comptroller, in a TV inter- 
view — the country has run up a 
foreign debt so large that this could 
choke future development. 

EZRA SADAN, bead of the 
Treasury's Economic' Planning 
Authority, severely criticizes this 
last statement, which he describes 
as “reckless.” 

“Dr. Nebenzahl was speaking on 
a public platform, and the foreign 
banks could hear what he had to 
say. If they believed him , we' would 
be in trouble. Fortunately they 
didn't. Israel faces a problem in the 
long term, hut not in the coming 
y fears. Her credit remains good. Dr. 
Nebenzahl was over-reacting," 
Sad an declares. 

It was wise to borrow, he main- 
tains. because the money was used 
to expand output. “The problem to- 
day Is not the foreign debt inherited 
from the past, it is the current 
balance of payments.” 

Past loans were obtained mostly 
on favourable terms. Inflation of 
the dollar Is reducing the real cost 
of Israel's obligations year by year. 
The burden Is not beyond bearing, 
provided we narrow the trade gap 
— "and we can do It," he says. 

“Israel is a developed economy. 
We don't have to start from 
scratch, like many of the Third 
World countries. During the six- 
month period September-March, 
our exports rose by 8750m. It's a 
tremendous feat. And we can 
repeat it. The problem is not to in- 
itiate & new process, it is . to 
accelerate processes that already 
exist. 

"Of course, we have over- 
borrowed in the past. Not all our 
loans were used productively, that 
Is true. But some of the loans that 


the State Comptroller criticizes 
were justified,” he insists. 

"Loans that augment the produc* 
live capnclty of the country even in- 
directly, for example through road- 

buUdlng. are resource-creating, and 
therefore worth taxing. Hie State 
has to supplement the banking 
system, A young person cannot 
borrow for his education by 'hock- 
ing' himself — because the bank 
will not accept a human individual 
as collateral. 

“So the government must rectify 
this shortcoming by borrowing 
collectively to finance education — 
and all countries do It." 

The failure to cut public expen- 
diture as required derives from a 
“ misunderstanding of the budgetary 
process, according to Ezra Sadan. 
“Reducing money totals or man- 
power totals Is meaningless," he 
says. “You have to abolish func- 
tions. 

"That means eliminating certain 
military installations, providing 
less free medical services, reduc- 
ing extra-curricular activities at 
the schools. Unless such specific 
decisions are made, the budget cuts 
, are just theoretical. You can't keep 
a clinic open and not pay the rent or 
salaries. The only way to save the 
money Is to close the clinic." And 
. opposition to such economics is 
ferocious. 

The government should not 
borrow linked and lend unlinked, 
says the State Comptroller. “We 
know that," Sadan retorts, "and 
attempts are being made to reverse 
the system. But there are practical 
problems to be faced, and we have 
not yet worked out how to handle 
them. 

"It an industrialist is confined to 
index-linked loans, other changes 
are needed, too. His assets must be 
linked as well as his liabilities, for 
purposes of tax, for purposes of 
supplying collateral. A whole 
revolution is needed in the accoun- 
ting system. Financial experts are 
scratching their heads over this 
dilemma In other countries, now 
that inflation has taken hold." 

In summary, if the State Comp- 
troller finds much to criticize in the 
public sector, it is because the 
problems are difficult, not because 
the civil servants are negligent, 
Treasury men believe.

Kennedy’s strategy for stay- 
ing in the 1980 race for so long 
would seem less intended to spill 
blood this August, and more 
directed to winning himself support 
for another try four years from 
now.

REHOVOT IS younger than its 
sisters moshavot Petah Tikva,- 
Rlshon Lesion and even Gedera, 
and the spirit of youth Is what this 
city Is trying to retain as it 
celebrates its 90th birthday. 

Yehezkel Harmelech, the 47- 
year-old mayor who was bora and 
raised in Rehovot, is doing all he

years was the imprisonment of its 
former mayor and member of 
Knesset Shrauel Rechtman, 
sentenced to three and a half years 
in prison for accepting a bribe from 
a contractor. 

Current mayor Harmelech has 
had a hard time rebuilding the con- 
fidence of the residents and their 
respect for the Job. 

He refuses to speak about Recht- 
znan (both are members of the 
Liberal Party I but points out that 
even before Rechtman was con- 
victed,- he refused to have him on 
his list. Despite entering the 
mayoralty race only one month 
before the elections, Harmelech 
won an outstanding SO per cent vote 
of confidence. 

A former general manager of 
Kupat Halim Meuhedet, the mayor 
has managed in a relatively short 
time to reduce the city’s deficit and 
bring new people Into top Jobs at the 
municipality. 

But Harmelech Is proudest of his 
success’ in stopping the building 
boom that was one of the 
trademarks of the Rechtman ad- 
ministrations 

“I don’t want Rehovot to turn into 
-a crowded . town, but to be a plea-’ 
sant place to live where people will 
be able to enjoy a pleasant life 
style, whlcb should Include large 
doses of culture and sports," he 
said. 

REHOVOT TODAY is at the peak of 
four months of celebrations, which 
have Included about 100 different 
sports and cultural events. One 
highlight Is a revival of the Kibbutz 
Dalia-type. 1940s and ’60a folk 
dance festivals. 

All events are being run on a low 
budget of 15300,000, and most work 
is being done on a voluntary basis, 
with a lot of help coming from local 
school children. 

Excited by the response and the 
success of these events In Rehovot, 
Harmelech Is now weighing the 
possibility of turning some events, 
like the song and dance festivals 
and the art exhibitions, into an an- 
nual happening, a Rehovot summer 
festival aimed not only at local 
residents but also at visitors from 
abroad. 

"We have the potential of turning 
this moshava into a centre for 
cultural events. For example, 23 
per cent of the adult population of 
Rehovot are professionals, com- 
pared to the national average of 7 
per cent. With such a potential, we 
simply cannot fall,” he said. 

To fulfil his goals .for the future 
of Rehovot. the mayor is anxiously 
searching for contributions to build 
a huge sports stadium In the town. 
Rehovot has two good soccer 
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Tba w arnin g bsD of Hamoobsvft, which once alerted settlers U

teams, both of them from the 
town's Yemenite quarters, 
Sha'arayim and Mkcmarek, but no 
stadium. Its handball team is the 
national champion, but must play 
in towns as far away as Tel Aviv 
and Bolon. 

Harmelech. who was a star foot- 
ball and handball player in his 
youth. Is very sensitive to this issue. 
Today he is also on the board of the 
M&ccabl sports movement. 

THE SECOND project for which he 
is seeking contributions is the 
remodelling of the town’s Belt 
Ha’am auditorium, which can seat 
about 1,000 people. But it was built 
at the beginning of the century and 
la In desperate need of a facelift. 

In several speeches during the 
90th anniversary celebrations, the 
mayor has called on resident* to 
contribute, and donations have 
already started trickling In. 
Perhaps typical of Rehovot’ a 
special atmosphere is the fact that 
a group of high school pupils held a 
special pop concert, collecting the 
first 191,500 for the remodelling of 
Beit Ha’am.

After months of discussions the 
Histadrut has succeeded in getting 
a bigger slice of the mas makbil, 
the employers* share in health in- 
surance. 

The Labour and Social Better- 
ment Committee of the Knesset this 
week approved the regulations for 
payment of mas makbil. Two 
months ago, the Knesset passed a 
law that raised this payment from 
3.95 per cent to 4.95 per cent of 
wages. The basic fee of 3.95 per cent 
will continue to be distributed to the 
various medical insurance funds as 
before, according to the revenue of 
each fund from its members. 

The additional l per cent, 
however, will be distributed accor- 
ding to the number of members of 
each fund. Kupat Holixn, the 
Histadrut’ s sick fund, has many 
members, blit average revenue 


from them 1s relatively low because 
the Histadrut Insures many low- 
income members. 

The smaller funds cater to higher 
income groups, so that the former 
system of distribution favoured 
them. The distribution of the ad- : 
ditional 1 per cent that is now being 
levied according to the 
membership of each fund will 
redistribute this fee somewhat in 
favour of the lower income groups. 

Two months ago, when the issue 
was discussed In the Knesset, the 
distribution of the additional l per 
cent of mas makbil nearly caused a 
cabinet crisis. The National 
Religious Party, many of whose 
supporters are* members of the 
general Kupat Holim. Insisted on 
thb distribution now agreed upon, 
against the demands of the Liberals 
to share all the mas makbil accor- 
ding to the share of each fund in 
total revenue. 


Gafny envisages 20-30% inflation

LONDON. — Bank of Israel Gover- 
nor Amon Gafny said that an Infla- 
tion rate for Israel of 20 to 30 per 
cent a year “is a goal to be achieved 
within one to two years." 

Speaking at a press conference 
here Tuesday, he said that a rate 
for Israel double that of the world 
average was “an achievable task” 
If. the right policies were carried 
out. If such a goal were not set, “the 
result could he vice versa — In- 
creased Inflation.’' ' 

Gafny arrived here from Basle 
after attending the annual meeting 
of the Bank of International 
Settlements. While in London, he 


will be meeting the governor of the 
Bank of England and other leading 
bankers. 

Gafny pointed to a significant 
drop in Israel’s monthly inflation 
rate in the first three months of this 
year and stressed the “great 
success" of Israeli -exports. 

. Figures just released here show 
that for the first time, Israeli ex- 
ports to the UK in the .first four 
months of this year were higher 
than UK exports to Israel in that 
period. 

Israel exported a total ff over 
£97m. to the UK, an increase of 18 
per cent over the same period In 
1979, while UK exports to Israel at 
.285m. represented a drop of 9 per 
cent.

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Talks as a target 

THE RESUMPTION of the autonomy talks, suspended fay 
President Sadat five weeks ago, ifrnow in the offing. Taking the 
initiative, the U.S. has already issued invitations to Israel and 
Egypt for a new round of discussions to open in Washington 
later this month. 

It seems Mr. Carter is determined to show that not even a 
presidential election campaign will divert him from his concern 
with the advancement of Middle East peace. And Edmund 
Muskie, the new secretary of state, appears eager to show 
himself a worthy successor, if nothing else, to the departed 
Cyrus Vance. 

- Therefore, with or without a new target date to replace May 
26, it may, for a while In any case, be full speed ahead on the 
autonomy. 

Judging by what we know, however, the prospects of success 
are not significantly better now than they were in early May, 
when the talks were wilfully suspended by President Sadat. 

At the moment Israel and Egypt are still as wide apart as ever 
in their conceptions of the autonomy, with the U.S. taking a posi- 
tion that is perhaps even closer to the Egyptian than before. 

The differences between the negotiating parties have been 
glaring enough for over a year now. But they have been thrown 
into especially sharp relief by several statements made during 
the past few days, notably by Mr. Muskie and Mr. Begin. 

At bottom, the argument is not about the autonomy itself but 
about its final outcome, five years after its hoped-for inaugura- 
tion. 

Mr. Begin wants to assure that the territories of Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza remain, one way or another, Israel’s forever, 
and never be made Into a Palestinian state; Mr. Sadat, that they 
be placed under Arab, and In one way or another Palestinian, 
rule; Mr. Carter, that they mostly be denied to Israel but that 
otherwise all options remain open including (if Mr. 
Muskie speaks for the president) the previously rejected idea 
of a Palestinian state. 

; The argument is in part theoretical, but only in part — for the 
simple reason that Israel alone is now in effective control of the 
territories and could, if so allowed, predetermine their future. 

That is precisely what the U.S. and Egypt are determined not 
;to allow Israel under cover of the autonomy. That, too, is why 
the otherwise marginal issue of the settlements overshadows 
everything else, including Israel’s claim (unwarranted under 
the Camp David agreement) for a monopoly on external and In- 
ternal security in the territories. 

The U.S., Mr. Muskie said on Monday, opposes any. effort to 
use the negotiations to lay the foundations for a Palestinian 
state. That should please Mr. Begin. But Mr. Muskie also warn- 
ed against any attempt fay brael to unilaterally . set up 
settlements on private or even public land in the territories and 
in so doing prejudge their final status. 

This will displease Mr. Begin. But he cannot escape the 
criticism, and the implied warning of responsibility for the 
(breakdown of the talks, if he keeps oh insisting on Israel’s 
“inalienable right’ 1 to settle in “the land of our forefathers.” 
For the plain implication is' the assertion not of a claim but of a 
proven legal right to the territories. There is no such right. 

When, in addition, Mr. Begin goes out of his way to embarrass 
King Hussein by making officially public the fact and content of 
the monarch’s past meetings with Israeli leaders, Mr. Begin 
reaffirms that his rejection of "territorial compromise ’’ in the 
West Bank is his own, and in no way a result of the Jordanian 
ruler’s attitude. 

Far even a paper agreement on the autonomy to be reached, 
concessions will have to be made on all aides., Mr. Begin has 
already made one slight concession by consenting to discuss the 
future of Jerusalem, provided the city’s Indivisibility was first 
granted. While he is entitled to ask for a quid pro quo from Mr. 
Sadat, Mr. Begin should consider making similar steps of his 
own on other controversial issues. 

Stalling won’t help 

THE GOVERNMENT and the employers apparently do not 
realize what a restrained and responsible negotiating partner 
they really have In Histadrut Secretary-General Yeroham 
Meshel. 

Mr. Meshel makes an all-out effort to conclude the wage 
negotiations within two days. Why two days? Because next Sun- 
day, the consumer price index for May will be published, and 
that may show that the wage increase now demanded by the 
Histadrut, of an average of 15 per cent for the year, is not 
enough to maintain the level of real wages. 

The employers are still holding out for an 11 per cent wage 
hike. Including the so-called “wage creep." After Sunday, they 
may find that Mr. Meshel will be hard put to stick to his present 
demands — which in fact allow a fall in real wages this year, 
even if the Treasury adjusts the tax brackets fully to the rate of 
inflation. Therefore, the employers might be well advised to 
hurry up and conclude the agreement now and without further 
ado. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


THE WILD irises of the Negev will 
not die out. despite the massive 
defence construction projects in the 
region. Thousands of irises have 
been transferred from their present 
locations, in the path of planned 
roads and airfields, to other 
suitable parts of the Negev. The 
replanting was done after the 
flowers bloomed, by the Nature 
Protection Society, with the help of 
young volunteers.

IN PERSPECTIVE 

Israel does not have to take over-drastic measures. 
Enough if the economy can be put back on course, writes 
The Post’s DAVID KRIVINE. 


THE ISRAELI economy is In crisis, 
says Finance Minister Yigael Htir- 
vitz. 

There is nothing new in that 
observation. Economists (including 
economic commentators in the 
press! have been predicting 
catastrophe year after year with 
monotonous regularity since the 
creation of the state. 

One recalls a distinguished 
Hebrew- daily newpaper proving in 
the mid-fifties that it would be more 
profitable to close down the high- 
cost Israeli economy and let the 
population live on the aid funds 
coming in at the time. 

What kind of collapse did these 
critics anticipate? A recurrence, 
one supposes, of the situation that 
existed in 1990-51 — empty coffers 
in the Treasury, no dollars with 
which to pay for imports, no raw 
materials to keep the factories go- 
ing, no cement to feed the building 
industry, empty shops, empty 
larders, food rationing, unemploy- 
ment. 

That kind of breakdown has not 
recurred. German reparations and 
the Bond drive seem to have nudg- 
ed Israel to a point of take off. 
Onlookers gazing at the Israeli 
scene today find it hard to detect 
any signs of economic adversity. 

The shops are full, there is abun- 
dant purchasing power, and fac- 
tories are more fully employed than 
those in Western Europe and North 
America. The trade deficit kebps 
widening, but the foreign exchange 
reserves have never been so high. 

Inflation rages, that is true. 
However, wages and credits are 
Index-linked, and Yiarael Katz, 
Minister of Labour and 8odal Af- 
fairs, has managed to link social 
welfare ' benefits more closely to 
prices than any of Ms colleagues 
abroad. 

DURING THE early 3990s, angry 
demonstrators roamed the streets 
shouting "Lehem, avoda” (bread, 
work). Those days are now a 
memory. 


Looking back over the three 
decades, it Is hard to escape the 
conclusion that Israel’s continuous 
crisis was an unmitigated boon. 
Had the economic Casssndras been 
in charge (including the author of 
this article), the country would 
have stagnated. Some of the 
statistics would look better on 
paper today. There would be no 
trade deficit to speak of, no serious 
foreign debt. 

But living standards would be 
lower, so would the size of the' 
national product, the degree of 
mechanization, the volume of ex- 
ports. Israel would be closer to the 
Balkan countries than to Western 
Europe in the level of Its economic 
activity. 


The trade deficit 
keeps widening, but 
the foreign exchange 
reserves have never 
beer* so high. 


Even the complaint uttered 
recently by the governor of the 
Bank of Israel, Arnon Gafny, that 
productivity has not risen during 
the last five years is not altogether 
valid. In 1979, exports stood at 
$3 ,829m.; this year they will exceed 
»0b. 

Productivity is a function of in- 
vestment. There has been invest- 
ment in Israel's export industries, 
and productivity has gone op in that 
sector. If a decline was registered 
in output for the local market, in- 
cluding housing, that is part of the 
drive to deflate domestic demand; 
which has helped boost exports. 

THE TRUTH is that the Eahkol- 
Sapir system of heavy borrowing 


has paid off. So why not go on along 
the same lines? Why talk all the 
time about a crisis never even- 
tuates? What is the point of crying 
wolf when the wolf never appears? 

What is needed, perhaps, la a 
better, definition of the term 
“economic crisis." One could say 
that Israel is in economic crisis 
when ft Is moving away from lta 
stated economic objective. It Is not 
in crisis when it is moving towards 
that end-purpose. The end-purpose 
is to reduce the foreign trade 
deficit. 

This is not easy to do, when all 
prices are soaring, owing to the 
machinations of OPEC. (They rose 
twelvefold fro m 1972 to 1979, and 
that does not include the . latest 
price adjustment, announced >in 
1980.) 

Import statistics are available 
that exclude oil, but they also omit 
diamonds, which are subject to ex- 
treme fluctuations. It does not 
matter, the figures will serve. The 
gap, then, between non-diamond 
Impor ts and non-diamond exports 
has narrowed — if petroleum im- 
ports are excluded — as follows 
(quarterly figures, in millions of 
dollars) :

The Improvement la impressive. 
Since March +hUi year, however, 
the gap is widening again; which 
meqpis that we are back In crista: 
we are moving away from our ob- 
jective Instead of towards it. 

What is striking is that the gap in 
economic performance between 
crisis and non-crisis (according to 
our definition of the term) is not im- 
possibly wide. In order to resume 
the positive trend, the country 
needs what Riw*h* Ehrlich, at the 
end of his term aa finance minister, 
and Yigael Hurvitz at the beginning 
of his, succeeded in prescribing: a 


cut in that other deficit, the one 
between production and consump- 
tion: in other words, a cut in the 
government’s budgetary over- 
spending. 

MR. GAFNY spelled out the 
problem when presenting the cen- 
tral bank's annual report last 
month. As tilings stand, he will 
have to print ILSOb. this year. If he 
is made to do that, the gap be tween 
production and consumption will 
widen, and so will the foreign trade 
deficit. Israel will move further into 
crisis. 

This ILSOb. shortfall should be 
halved — not because that is suf- 
ficient to solve all problems, but 
■because the authorities are unable 
to do more. It will be a miracle if 
they do as much. It will also meet 
the purpose. Hie co untry does not 
have to take over-drastic remedies. 
Enough If the economy can be put 
back on course. 

Reducing the overdraft of the 
public sector to ILUb. will start 
things - moving, in the right direc- 
tion, if slowly.* It Is the direction 
that counts. Fortunately, there la 


enough dynamic in the economy 
take up whatever alack is often 
which cannot be said of all otl 
(even developed) economies. 

This leads us to one last obs 
vation: Retaining the subsidy 
bread and cooking-oils, as < 
vocated by Housing Minister Da 
Levy, would be a grave mists 
Subsidizing bread does keep do 
the price of bread, but It does 
keep down price inflation.

Sarah Honig comments: 

Like the writer, the reader too 
must not get carried away and 
must approach the material at 
hand rationally. 

It is sheer distortion to claim that 
I adcuse Russian Jews of "every 
known vice.” I did mention in my 
report on the dropouts in Vienna 
and Rome that there are rumours 
of prostitution among some of the 
emigrants in Ostia. This is what I 
Indeed personally beard during a 
fact-gathering visit there. But to 
magnify a single phrase Into a 
wholesale smearing of all Soviet 
Jews is simply not objective 
reading. 

I am sad to say, however, that the 
practice of sending old parents and 
infirm relatives to Israel is very 
widespread. I myself was witness 
to a heart-rending scene in which a 
son insisted that his aged mother 


and xnongolold brother be taken to 
Israel, while he go .on to America. 
The truth might he'^inful. -but tur- 
ning a’ blind eye to realty vrfij not 
make it go away. I am not the only 
Israeli journalist; by the way, to 
have reported these facts. 

What la needed in dealing with 
the Issue of Soviet Jews Is a sense of 
proportion. Anyone familiar with 
my writing on the issue over the 
last decade would not liken my 
material to Arab or Russian 
propaganda. 

I never advocated forcing anyone 
to go anywhere. But I did argue 
against tempting special 
privileges, which tip the scales so 
far against Israel that no free 
choice ia possible. Let us all 
remember that Israel ia a free 
country from which the Soviet Jew 
can go anywhere. 

Finally, I sincerely wish that the 
Jewish identity of most Soviet Jewa 
could receive a boost in the UJ5. Yet 
not only -am I personally Aware of 
the sad situation in quite a large 
number of American cities, but 
again, unfortunately, these con- 
clusions are not purely my own. Not 
only have other journalists come 
away with the same impressions, 
but a great many academic studies 
point the same way.

Sir, — For years, I have been con- 
ducting a fight against the faulty 
advice on infant nutrition which 
young mothers receive at Tlpal 
Halav clinics: this advice en- 
dangers the health of infanta, con- 
stitutes a risk factor hi adult life 
and exposes families to un- 
necessary expense involved in the 
early introduction of mostly 
superfluous and expensive foods 
into infants' diets. 

I Inten s ifi ed my fight when the 
Ministry of Health, which super- 
vises Tipat Halav clinics. Issued a 
handbook in 1974, “Guide for the 
feeding of the healthy baby," for 
use in nursing schools and Tipat 
Halav stations: this guide con- 
tained instructions which were 
even worse than those Issued 
before. 

My obstinacy brought results. 
Thanks to the intervention of M.K. 
Bad! an. Professor Shanl, the 
former Director-General of the 
Ministry of Health, formed an in- 
dependent commission which' con- 
cluded that the booklet was “Inex- 
act and superficial" and should be 
withdrawn. It also recommended 
that a new booklet be prepared. 

The commission sent its findings 
to the Ministry of Health at the end 
of October 1979, but nothing has 
changed since then. The Tipat 
Halav nurses continue to give the 
same faulty instructions to young 
mothers and no new booklet has 
been prepared. 

The Ministry of Health refuses to 
■end me a copy of the com mission's 
findings, although I submitted ex- 
tensive material to it and testified
